Actuar Amount of Liabilities at Begin-
ning of Year More than $11,000
Lese Than Appeared From
Last Year's Reports.

The semi-annual reports of County
Clerk Clinton and County Treasurer
Hellborn werg filed yosterdoy In the
county court., ‘The rteports are ex-
haustive, showing the candition of the
several funds and the amount of re-
celpta und expenditures for the past six
months-—July 1, 1803, to December 31,
1901,

According to Mr. Clinton's report,
the debt of the dounty, aa appenrs
from the stalement of resources and
Habilitles, (s $52,418.08. However, this
amount Includes two sums that can not
properly be regnrded as Nguring in the
Hatilities of the county. The two sums
are $13,775.13 and  $16,041.80, which
have besn pald out for the Nehalem
road and Lewls and Clark bridge. The
two lmprovements are made under
special levies and the oounty will re-
celve the money from the taxpayers,
Of course, the total of $29.516.93 Is an
mctual labllity at the present time, but
provision for Ms payment has been
made and the money will be forthcom-
Ing wheu the speclal levies are ool
lected.

COMPANY LEASES HOUSES

Employes Believe That They Have
Gained Great Victery By Ar-
rangemant But Continus the
Strike for Recognition.

Salt Lake, Jan. 11.—The labor
troubles In the coal flelds of Carbon
county have been practically settled
a8 o result of a conference between
G. W. Kramer, vice-president of the
Utah ¥Fuel Company, and Attorney 8.
A. King, representing the strikers.

By the terms of agreement, satinfac-
tory to both sides, the company agrees
to lease for a period of six months all
of the 226 houses erecled by the miners
on the company's property, paying
therefor the lump sum of §76,000, the
amount to be pald for each individunl
leane to be determined by three ap-
pralsers who have already been appoint
ed. I at the explration of the agree-
ment the houses have not been remov-
ed they become the property of the
company., while the agreement does
not affect the claime of either side in
the way of adjustment of grievances
It destroys any apparent reason for the
strikers to remain o the district and
avolds the possibility of serious trouble
arising from the eviction of miner:
from their homes. The fight for unfon
recognition however, will be continued
Indefinitely. '

The agreement becomes effective at
once. The strikers regard It ns n
victory, whereas the company officlals
declure that, as the strikers are no
longer employed, they must leave the
county.

U, S. SHOULD OWN BUILDINGS

May Apepar Before Congress—HMe ls
Much Impressed With Switzer-
land’s Demoeratic Form of
Governmaent.

New York, Jun. 11,10 an artics up-
an his tour of Burope, published In the
Ambrican today, Willlam J, Bryun dis-
cuswes his Impressions of Switserland
and comments upon the lack of ac-
comodations for the United States em-
bassles and legations In all the oapi-
tals he visited, It is stated that ha
intends to appear before the committee
of congress and plend In faver of leg- -
isfation looking to the purchase of suit
able property for such posts abroad,

“The trinls of our diplomatic répre-
sintatives in Europe, together with
the high rents they are compelled to
pay for their resldences, huve convine
ol me,” sald Mr. Bryan, “that we, as
a people. are at fsult in not providing
permanent and mppropriate domicles
for our embassadors and ministers nt‘
forelgn capliale. It s searcely demo-
cratie o place wpon an official an ex-
pense so great as to preclude the ap-
polntment of & man of moderate means
Our representatives In Burape are con-
spicuous In the diplomatic circle at
court functions because of their modest
attire, but it Is not uscessar) that our
ambassadors and ministers’ homes
ahouldheonwhnhlntmhr!‘nh
demoeratic. 1 belleve that our gov-
ernment ought to lnaugurate & new
policy In this matter and build In the
chief capitals of forelgn nations bulld-
ings suitable In every way for the res-
fdences and ofces of our diplomatic
ropresontatives.

In the course of his observations up-
on Switzerland, Mr. Bryan sald:

"I found that the people are so pleas-
ed over the populur venirol over gov-
ernment glven them by the Initiative
and referendum, that there is no pos-
sibility that any party will attempl
to attack it. Thelr arguments are:

“First, that the legislators, knowing
that the people can initiate leginlation
feel less responsible; and, second, that
an the legislators’ actlons can be re-
viewed by the people, the legisintors
are more timid about Introducing
nepded reforms. The friends of the
Inlative and referendum meet thess
arguments by declaring that the legis-
lators are really not relieved from re-
sponsibility, bul are incited to action
by the fact that the people can act In
the event that their Interests are neg-
lected by the legislature and that the
timidity suggeated is only lkely to pre-
vent legialation when the ligislature
themselves doubt the merit of the pro- °
posed action.
